Unless the present seareity and hich
'prices of iron are the efleets of causes |
which may be speedily removed, ‘they |
rmust operate as a serious check upon |
the prosperit-:,' and progress of all eivi- |
lized nations. The rapidly increasing
'demlnd for and cummn|.:!inn of this
metal.in its various manulactured forms, |
has already heen brouneht to a hale, and
renterprises of great utlity, and even of
national importance are now awaiting
‘further develapments upon this subject

This enhanced cost falls with the
mmost severe and paralyzing effeet upon
ratlroad building enterprises, and hence
indirectly upon the ceneral iuterests of
-commerce and production, so largely
dependent upon transportation facilities,
Unfortanately, this larze advance has
~come upon us at a time when the rail-
‘road system of the country is being ex-
tended at the rate of some seven or
«eight thousand miles a year, when new
uilding projects were about to be en—
tered upon in nearly every State and |
"Territory in the Union, and when wvast
agailroad schemes are being watured in |
‘South America, Russia, Keypt, India,
<China, and other non-producing coun-
tries, which have just begun to deveiop
their material resources, and peed iron
to do it with, in Immense quantities
-and in every possible utilized shape.

Where is all this iron eoming from?7
And if the present dewand so much
«exceeds the supply and forees up prices
to so high & range, what wmay be exs
pected of fhe prospective demand,
which promises to be much lar,r::er in
proportion than any Dprospective or
«even possible increase of production !

1t is diffieult to perecive how the in-
-ereased supply, requisite to keep prices
~within bounds, can come from Karope.
It is very evident that the cost of pro-
.duction there is not likely to be reduced,
‘with mines growing deeper and more
«difficult to work, and operatives elam~
-oring for more pay, or deserting for
other fields of labor.

It really geems that, with our abup=
dant supply of coal and ore, lying close
to the surface and so easily mined and
brought together, we onght not only to
be able to supply our own domestie
‘wants but those of nearly all the world.

Cass County, %o., Tragedy.

We take from a special to the St.
Louis Democrat the following addition~
al details of the terrible lynching aftair
at (iunn City, Cass county, Mo., on the
25th inst.

Yesterday evening Judge Stevenson,
J. R Cline, Thomas Dutro, and others
took the train on the Paola branch eof
the Missouri, Kansas and Topeka R. R.
at Harrisonville, for Holden, on their
way to Cliaton, Mo., toattend a railroad
weeting, As the train approached
GGuon City Station, in Cass County, #t
waus overheuled by au armed and madk-
ed mob, numbering about eighty men,
by whom obstructions had been placed
on the track to prevent the train pass—
ing.  As the train ewas about stopping
at the station, the engincer perceived
the mol end was abeut to run by, bat
was stopped by the mob, who presented
their pistols ard threatened fo shoot
him if he did not stop.

They then called for Gen. Jo. Shel-
by, who replied that he was there, and
:l' they wanted him to come after him.
I'hey replied they did not want him,
and heshould not be lurt, and imme—
diately called upon Cline and Steven-
son, und commenced firing into the
train.

Stevenson concealed himself in a
freight car attached to the train. Cline
refused to appear until they assared
him that he should not be hurt if he
would surrender. He then stepped out
on the platform of the station, with s
mstol in his hand, reversed, in token
of surrender. Immediately five or six
men shot him, and he fell dead. They
continued to shoot him after he was
dead, uatil about forty balls had passed
through his body.

Meny of owr readers have doubtless
heard of the famous traveling stone of |
Aoustralia.  Similar curiosines have re-
cently been found in Nevada, which are
described as being  almost  perfectly
ronnd, the majority of them as large as
a walnut, and of ivony nature, W hen
distributed about npon the floor, table
or any other level surface within two or
three feet of cach other, they immedi-
ately bezin traveling towards a common
centre, and there huddled in a bunch
like a lot of egus in a nest. A single
stone, removed to the distance of three
and a half feet, being released at once
started off, wth wonderful and some-
what eomieal eelerity to join its fellows;
taken away four or five feet it remained
motionless, Theyare found in a region
that is compurptively level, and it is
nothing but bare rock. "I'hrough this
barren region are little basins, from a
foot 1o a rod in diameter, snd it isin
these that the rolling stones are found.
They are from the size of a pea to five
or #six inches in diaweter. The cause
of these stones rolling together is doubt-
less to be found in the material of which
they are cowposed, which appears to
be lodestone or mugnetic iron ore. “ A
rolling stone gathers no moss.”’~—Scien~
tific American.
